The idea of gift-giving at Christmas was contributed 


by the Teutons, and was merely an adaptation from their 
more ancient pagan festivals. They gave us Santa Claus, 
or Kris Kringle, a more acceptable contribution than many 
borrowed or appropriated from older ^religions. 


The mass of Christmas, or Christmas, is an ambiguous 


name, unless it be understood to be a festi ^1 mass in com-

of the Christ. In the inclusive sense, all fgiasses, festivals 
and observances of the Christian faith arfe Christ masses. 


For five centures after the death of CKrist, little atten- 


tion was paid to the celebration of the supposed birth date. 
All the earliest writers and church authorities were doubt- 
ful of the actual date, some maintaining it should be cele- 
brated on January 6, others March 25, others December 25. 
The date of its celebration still varies in various Christian 
countries. In what month and upon what day the Christ 
was born is still unknown. The world has come to believe 
that the exact date is relatively unimportant. 


In ancient Britain, December 25 was long a festival 


date before the islands were converted to Christianity. The 
early peoples of the Angli began their year on that date, 
and the Druids contributed the use of the mistletoe and 
the holly, and their reverence for the oak-tree. December 
25 was "Mother's Night" with them, a celebration of the 
birth of a new year and a tribute to all motherhood. To 
adapt it to a festival for the mother and the Christ-child 
was an easy step. 


Epiphany, or Christ's second birth through baptism on 


January 6, was given greater significance by the early 
church, the first being called the "birth of the flesh," the 
second the "birth thru the Holy Spirit." When Puritanism 
swept England the first, or carnal, birth date was ignored, 
and finally prohibited of celebration in 1644, although 
Charles the Second revived it. The Scots, however, refus- 
ed to obey the king's edict ,and down thru Protestant 
Christianity for several hundred years there remained a 
hostility to Christmas, the influence of which to this day 
is felt in some sects. 


If the idea of gift-giving, of joyous celebration and mu- 


tual remembrances is pagan in origin, it is certain that it 
is nevertheless in keeping with the teaching and the spirit 
of the Christ. The wise men came to Bethlehem bringing 
gifts for the Christ-child, and the beautiful story tells of 
angels singing of "peace on earth, goodwill to men." 


Most of us remember others with gifts at Christmas 


because we have a friendliness or love for them. Love one 
to another is the dominant note in Christ's teaching, and 
He urged that that love be manifested. Christmas gift-giv- 
ing is truly a manifestation, an "outward and visible sign" 
of love, of gratitude, of appreciation for each other. 


All of our celebrations, whether religious or secular, 


are in the nature of Thanksgivings—thanks for material 
blessings, thanks for the cessation of war, thanks for the 
liberation of a people, thanks for important decisions of 
state that have helped us on the road to our national des- 
tiny. Christmas is a day of thanks for the possession of 
friends, for the continued presence of those whom we love, 
and underlying and permeating all is the thanks we ex- 
press for that gift to humanity of a Great Teacher who con- 
tributed the matchless principle that only thru love can life 
be justified.

Assessor Seeks to 
Avert Loss of 
Tax Money 


Seeking to avert the loss to Los 


Angeles county and its cities of tax 
revenue from $23,400,910 worth of 
street franchises granted to public 
utilities, correction of an apparent 
oversight on the part of the state 
board of equalization was being 
sought by County Assessor Ed W. 
Hopkins this week. 
! The "oversight" was found 
by 


I Hopkins when he checked over the 
assessment rolls for public utilities 
turned over to him by the state 
board and found no. valuation, for 
the franchises, he reported in a let- 


I ter to the county board of supervi- 
! sors. Before the recent change in 
the law, Hopkins had assessed these 
franchises at the twenty-three mil- 
lion dollar figure, without protest, he 
wrote. 


"A partial check of the public util- 


ities roll discloses the possible fact 
that the franchises to use public 
streets and highways have not been 
assessed this year by the state board 
of equalization," the letter read. "I 
have notified A. G. Mott, chief of 
the valuation division of the board in 
order that he may have an oppor- 
tunity to inform me relative to these 
particular franchises . . . 


"It would seem, in the light of the 


language of the amendment to the 
bank and corporation franchise tax 
act, and in view of the fact that this 
office has heretofore assessed such 
farnchises for special assessments to 
the amount of $23,400,910 that there 
should be on the assessment roll as 
prepared by the state board oi 
equalization a very considerable val- 
uation to cover this particular class 
of property. 


"The escape of an assessment oi 


such magnitude entails a consider- 
able loss not only to the county, but 
to the cities, school districts and spe- 
cial districts. 


"It would seem that if my conclu- 


sions are verified, we should take 
steps to avoid the escapement from 
taxation of this very considerable 
amount of taxable property."

DELEGATE FUNCTIONS 


FALLS FROM ROOF 


Setting a precedent for other cit- 


ies and towns in Los Angeles county, 
the city of Sierra Madre has le- 
quested a survey by the bureau of 
efficiency to determine what dupli- 
cated governmental functions of the 
municipality may be taken over by 
the county.

ty at a stipulated cost to the city.

Good news is in prospect for the 


consumer with the observation of 
the county agricultural 
department 


that lower prices are in prospect for 
vegetables after the first of the year, 
because of the lateness of the 1935 
spring season. 


Reports of agricultural inspectors 


indicate that the late spring season 
interfered with vegetable planting 
schedules and will cause many win- 
ter vegetables to mature in the next 
few weeks. These vegetables would 
ordinarily be on the market at this 
time of year, according to Kenneth 
L. Wolff of San Fernando, chief de- 
puty agricultural commissioner. 


Looking ahead to next year, straw- 


berry prices probably will be higher 
because of reduced acreage. Young- 
berries and other bushberries will 
be more plentiful, however, provid- 
ing these crops are not affected by 
adverse weather. 


Farmers in Los Angeles county are 


due for a good Christmas, judging 
by prices they have received for 
most crops during 1935, according to 
Wolff, who now is acting county 
agricultural commissioner. 


Citrus, which accounts for more 


than one-half of the county's agri- 
cultural wealth, moved in record- 
breaking quantities. Although box 
returns on the largest Valencia crop 
in history were lower than a year 
ago, the season's record will be a 
good one in view of the enormous 
volume of fruit sold, Wolff said. 


Reports made to Wolff's office show 


that practically all vegetables now 
on the market are bringing twice as 
much as in 1934. Fall cabbage, cauli- 
flower and celery have met par.ticu- 
[larly strong demand. Bunch vege- 


I tables have brought twice or three 
times as much money as last year. 


Better consumer demand, coupled 


with shortage of crops in other states 
was given as the reason for the bet- 
ter prices. 


Harold J. Ryan, county agricul- 


tural commissioner, is expected to 
return shortly after the first of the 
year. He has been loaned by the 
county to the ^federal government to 
make a study of pest control work.

You'll mako a hit with this fresh 
made candy, so here are some 
recipes to show you how. Try

Fudge for Your Family 


Double Chocolate Fudge: Melt 


four squares chocolate, add two 
cups sugar, one-half cup evapor- 
ated milk, one-half cup water and 
two tablespoons corn syrup, and 
boll to 236 degrees, stirring as 
little as possible but being careful 
mixture does not burn. Add two 
tablespoons butter and one-hall 
teaspoon vanilla and cool to luke- 
warm. 
Add one-half cup cream 


fondant base (see following recipe, 
but any other good fondant will 
do) and beat until it can be taken 
up in the hands. 
Then knead 


smooth and press out onto a but- 
tered plate. Cut in squares. Makes 
one and a quarter pounds. Add 
nuts, if desired, or it can be mold- 
ed into balls or logs, rolled in co- 
coanut or a layer of it pressed 
into a pan and then covered with 
fondant or divinity. 


Cream Fondant Base: Combine 


two cups. sugar, two tablespoons 
light corn syrup, three-fourths cup 
evaporated milk, one-fourth cup 
water and a few grains salt In 
sauce pan, and heat until sugar 
is dissolved. Then boil gently to 
238 degrees, keeping sides of pan 
wiped down with damp cloth and 
stirring only enough to prevent 
burning. Pour .into a wet platter 
and let stand till lukewarm. Then 
work back and forth with a 
spatula until creamy. Add a few 
drops vanilla, take up in hands 
and knead until smooth and a 
light cream color. Use in making 
patties, balls, stuffing dates, etc., 
as you would any fondant. 


Patties and Nuggets 


Rum Patties: Cook three cups 


sugar, one cup evaporated milk 
and 
one-fourth cup light corn 


syrup to 242 degrees, stirring only 
enough to prevent burning. Add 
one tablespoon butter, and cool to 
lukewarm. Add three tablespoons 
rum and beat until creamy and 
light colored. Drop by spoonfuls 
onto buttered tins, making round 
patties. Press a walnut meat into 
each patty. 
Makes one and a 


quarter pounds. 


Fruit Nuggets: 
Put one cup 


walnuts, thirty-two stoned dates 
and one cup canned moist cocoa- 
nut through food chopper, and add 
one-fourth cup condensed milk. 
Mix well and knead in hands until 
of uniform consistency. Form into 
small balls or nuggets and roll in 
one-half cup ground nuts.' Makes 
one pound.* 


144-Foot Towers to 
Be Camouflaged 
With Green Paint 


The 144-foot towers supporting the 


world's most powerful transmission 
line across upper San Gabriel valley 
will be camouflaged by painting them 
a light sage-green to blend in with 
the landscape, engineers stated this 
week. 


The large hollow copper conduc- 


tors will be dulled to an inconspicu- 
ous dark color by an oxidation pro- 
cess at the cable company's plant in 
Los Angeles, it also was announced. 
The transmission line will bring 
Boulder dam power to Los Angeles, 
beginning next summer. 


Construction of the 144-foot steel 


towers is making steady progress 
between the San Bernardino county 


line and the Whittier Narrows. The 
average span is 839 feet, making ap- 
proximately seven towers to each 
mile of power line. The longest span 
will be 1620 feet and the shortest 
331 feet. The first cross arm will be 
75 feet from the ground and the 
remaining two spaced at 24%-foot 
intervals above. 


Each tower will be composed of 


357 structural parts held in place by 
1500 bolts, according to A. A. Neuser, 
in charge of the construction order 
section. Almost 24 tons of steel is 
contained in each fabrication. About 
two hours are required for four men 
to load the steel for a single tower 
on the truck and trailer which trans- 
port it to the tower site. 


The towers are to be painted so 


as to remove any possible objection 
to the completed appearance of the 
transmission line, which is expected 


i to bring electric energy to Los An- 
geles and vicinity lower than it can 


• be locally generated.

which he is the founder and president, estab- 
lished the six-hour clay five years ago, and 
there have been no regrets. The decision has 
proved profitable and practical, he said. 


It follows that he is an advocate of this plan 


to bring about a greater diffusion of purchas- 
ing power. There must bo, however, some 
regulation to prevent the speeding-up evil, by 
which some employers aim to get as much 
from an employee in six hours as in eight. It 
must be a genuine share-the-work program, 
otherwise there will be little or no additional 
work to share, and consequently no greater 
diffusion of purchasing power. 


One of the lessons hard to learn from the 


world-war 
prosperity period, but 
which 


nevertheless is a fact, is that it was not high 
wages that maintained the incredible buying 
volume of that period, but the complete dif- 
fusion of buying power. Before the war a 
man might earn thirty dollars a week. Dur- 
ing the war boom he received .sixty dollars 
which was practically cancelled as to buying 
power. He actually never received but a trifle- 
more in commodity value during the boom 
than before. 


But the reason behind the great volume of 


commodity turnover lay in the fact that al- 
though sixty dollars was a reality thirty dol- 
lars, everybody had thirty dollars. Every per- 
son capable of it was gainfully occupied, and 
it was this complete diffusion of purchasing 
power that sustained and expanded the busi- 
ness of the country. 


Unless meat raisers and packers find a way 


to prevent unwarranted rises in retail prices, 
the meat industry will suffer an increasing 
and permanent decline, until it reaches a 
point where it will not longer occupy a major 
position in the food industry. 


This is the opinion expressed guardedly, 


but nevertheless with conviction in a recent 
federal survey of meat-price fluctuations. It 
used to be a fact that meat was an imperative 
in the general menu. The enormous increase 
in the availability of canned vegetables and 
fruits, as well as processed grains, has made 
it possible for any family to detour around the 
meat order. The per capita meat consump- 
tion figure has been falling for fifteen years. 
Many well-accredited physicians and dieti- 
cians declare that all of the body-building re- 
quirements are now available without the use 
of the flesh of animals. Tousands, they say, 
are losing their desire for meats, a desire 
which is more mental than real. 


At a time when the average housewife 


should be aided in her desire for economy, 
she is being thwarted and estranged by the 
soaring price of pork, which has been tradi- 
tionally the food of the poor man. If all mod- 
ern advancement in meat-raising and process- 
ing methods results in a higher instead of 
lower price, there is no progress for that in- 
dustry. Either meat products will adjust to 
practical levels demanded by purchasing 
po'.ver, or there will be small opportunity for 
that industry to increase future volume.

Headquarters for 
Power Line Made 
at Baldwin Park 


Construction of the power line 


From Boulder dam to Los Angeles 
invaded Baldwin Park this week as 
active work in temporary headquar- 
ters adjacent to the A! G. Barnes 
winter quarters was begun. Under 
the direction of the Los Angeles de- 
partment of water and power, the 
camp will prepare cement stubs 
which will hold the 145-foot steel 
structures, according to J, F. Moran, 
who is in charge of construction in 
this section. 


Territory which will be included 


in construction by the Baldwin Park 
headquarters includes a line from 
San Dimas to Montebello. The line 
will come from the San Dimas area 
west to cut across Bonita avenue 
west of Maine street. 
From this 


point the towers will extend down 
he San Gabriel river wash to cross 
JDS Angeles street and finally over 
^amona avenue at Francisquito ave- 
nue two miles west of Baldwin Park 
jroper. 


Towers will have a maximum dis- 


tance of 900 feet between them, and 
will be double-circuit lines instead 
of single, which are used across the 
mountains to Boulder dam. 


The 145-foot towers will have an 


approximate base of 40 feet. Purpose 
of the local camp is to prepare a se- 
cure base for the towers, after which 
parts of the structures are shipped 
to the base location, where they are 
assembled. 


Ninety-four towers will be con- 


structed in the twelve-mile area in- 
cluded in the camp's program. Light- 
ning-proof in every detail, the power 
line will provide no fire hazard to 
anyone living near it. 


At present approximately seventy 


men are busy in the Baldwin Park 
headquarters. When work gets in 
full swing it is anticipated that ap- 
proximately 200 men will be employ- 
ed in this section, it was stated by 
N. D. Gillespie, camp superinten- 
dent. 


By the first of the year, the camp 


will have the first tower coastructed 
on the east end of this section.

Lemon Prices Go 
Up, Oranges Down 
on Eastern Marts 


Another gain in the price of lem- 


ons sold at the eastern and mid- 
western auction markets featured 
the citrus situation the past week. 
Lemons sold briskly at an average 
price per box of $6.23, a gain over 
the preceding week of 39 cents. 


With a lighter supply, California 


navel oranges were almost unchang- 
ed in price, selling at an average of 
$3.10 per box, a decline of one cent. 
Volume of sales of the oranges was 
off eighteen cars to 377 for the week, 
while lemon volume was 107 cars, 
onlv three cars less than the amount 
-iold at auction the preceding week. 


Sales of Florida citrus products 


wore again under those of the cor- 
responding period a year ago and 
orices showed 
a varied decline. 


Grapefruit showed tha biggest drop, 
in some cases selling as low as $1.65 
per box. 


The southern California navel crop 


estimate has been reduced to 24,000 
cars for this season, according to 
W. C. Frackleton, general manager 
of 
the 
Califoinia-Arizona 
citrus 


marketing agreement. Even this es- 
timate is believed by some authori- 
ties to be too high. The crop last 
year totaled 30,000 cars. 


Frackleton announced pro-rates 


for the week as follows: Central and 
northern California, 480 packed cars 
of navels; southern California, 160 
packed cars of navels and Desert 
Valley, Arizona, 25 packed cars of 
navels. 


"The Valencia market continued to 


bring satisfactory prices on best 
stock, but declined on the lower 
grades," the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchange commented on the 
market as a whole. "Navels strength- 
ened during the wc^k. 
While the 


volume is somewhat lower than the 
same week last year due to a lighter 
crop, prices were at least 75 cents 
higher last year than for the com- 
parable week."

plete, the speaker said, you must 
also take into account the estimated 
shortage of the California crop for 
the coming season, some 12,441 cars 
—navels 8221 cars and valencias 4220 
cars. These predictions, of course, 
are subject to the climatic conditions 
which will prevail in the California 
citrus belt during the next three 
months. 


The speaker also reviewed the dif-

MANAGER'S REPORT 


The secretary-manager, Wjlburn 


Smith, during the course of his re- 
port furnished the following infor- 
mation covering the operations of the 
association during its first year un- 
der the new membership reorganiza- 
tion plan as adopted at the last an- 
nual meeting: 


The navel crop, with 69 members, 


having 235 acres, grossed 52,871 field 
boxes of fruit, which averaged 144's 
in size for the pool, and packed out 
29,935 boxes, or 64 standard carloads, 
with an average net return on mer- 
chantable fruit of 71 cents per field 
box, or $1.11 per packed box. 


The Valencia crop, with 103 mem- 


bers, having 752 acres, grossed 205,- 
559 field boxes of fruit, which aver- 
aged 252's in size for the pool, and 
packed out 116,093 boxes, or 152 
standard carloads, with an average 
net return on merchantable fruit of 
90% cents per field box, or $1.35 per 
packed box. Total acreage, nave 
and valencias, 987 acres. 


A three-cent per box retain ha 


been made this year in addition t 
the regular association retain of 6 
cents per box used to pay the cost 
of operations.

Christmas and the prospect of a 
complete clean-up before the next 
crop, according to crop reports to the 
Los Angeles chamber of commerce. 


Initial wholesale orders were light, 


in anticipation of an unusually heavy 
crop, but low prices and high quality 
created a heavy consumer demand 
and most distributors found them- 
selves short of supplies 
before 


labor necessary to handle the cry- 
stalized and unmerchantable fruit 
which materially reduced the housr 
and A. C. G. refunds. This was off- 
set by the saving made on the re- 
frigeration charges, due to the erec- 
tion and use of the new pre-cooler 
which showed an average saving o: 
six cents per box over the railroac 
standard refrigeration charge as usec 
last year, also savings on storage ar.c 
the overages gained on the sales enc 
due to the fruit arriving in much 
better condition. 


Soon after the first of the year the 


board of directors definitely decidec 
to build a precooler and to pay for 
it out of the depreciation reserve 
fund that had been accumulating 
over a neriod of years for just such 
a purpose. Due to this action it be- 
came necessary to borrow an operat- 
ing fund to make advances for the 
starting of the packinghouse opera- 
tions until such time as returns were 
available from the fruit shipped. By 
using this fund it was not necessary 
to levy any special assessment to 
build the precooler. By borrowing 
From the Federal Farm Loan associa- 
tion thru the Berkeley Bank of Co- 
operatives it was possible to secure 
the amount needed as an operating 
loan at three per cent interest. The 
amount needed between the navel 
and Valencia crops was borrowed in 
March and repaid in July and Aug- 
ust. At the rate of savings made by 
;he precooler this season it will pay 
tself out in five years t>r less. 


County horticultural inspectors re- 


port that the pest control has been 
very satisfactory this fall, which 
should eliminate next season a large 
percentage of loss as suffered this 
year from black scale and various 
other pests.
